Byrnes Expected to Order Simplification Pro- 
_ gram to Save Man Power, Precious

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Ameri- 
cans can expect shortly to have 
almost everything they. eat and 
wear standardized and simplified 
in order to save man power, 
age materials and transporta- 

on. : 

There has been a great deal of 
talk about standardization, plus 
some moves behind the scenes, 
with as yet little or no concrete 
results. Now, however, James F. 
Byrnes, President Roosevelt’s eco- 
nomic boss, is expected to issue a 
directive which will instruct Don- 
ald M. Nelson, chairman of the 
War Production Board, to carry 
out simplification of styles and 
models at once. 

It is expected that bread and 
shoes will be: the first .commodi- 
ties to be affected. While stand- 
ardization may not come all at 
once, it is certain to be ‘drastic 


land far-reaching in its final re- 
sults, 
For example, bread may be re- 
duced to two or three standard 
loaves with all frills eliminated. 
In Great Britain there is available 
only one type of whole wheat loaf. 
Perhaps the determining factor in 
Britain is the food shortage, which 
the United States does not have, 
but it. is possible that before the 
war ends we shall have almost as 
drastic a standardization: ~ 
Similarly the manufacture of 
shoes may be curtailed so that only 
two or three types of men's and 
women’s shoes can be’ made. In 
September of 1918 the War Indus- 
tries Board ordered such a simpli- 
fication, but before it could be 
carried out the war had ended. At 
that time women were wearing 
vari-colored shoes, Under the or- 
der of the Industries Board only 
two or three colors could have

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP).— 
Motorists will receive more than 
ceiling prices for sOme used and 
recapped tires sold to the Govern- 
ment under the tire turn-in plan, 
the Office of Price Administration 
announced today. 

While most ceiling prices re- 
main unchanged, higher maximums 
have been set for used tires worn.

$3.50, while 6.25 by 16 and 6.50 by 
16 carcasses are worth $4 under 
the new schedule.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt repeated today his 
suggestion for registration of 
women between 18 and 65 years 
of age for war work as a means 
of increasing the country’s labor 

forces, 

Last April he suggested volun- 
tary registration but today he 
gaid that if the plan is adopted 
legislation would be necessary for 
compulsory registration. He em- 
phasized, however, that although 
registration would be mandatory, 
no compulsion was contemplated 
for placing the registered women 
in jobs. The April suggestion was 
dropped in May after Director 
Paul V. McNutt of the Manpower 
Commission, reported to the White 
House that a million and a half 
women, mostly unemployed, were 
then registered with 1500 Federal 
employment agencies throughout 
the country. 

The President told his press, con- 
ference that the headlines stating 
that he had agreed with President 
William Green of the AFL. and 
President Philip Murray of the 
CIO that a National Service Act 
was not needed now were. untrue. 
(Green and Murray indicated aft- 
er a talk with Roosevelt yesterday 
that no action for compulsory 
service in war industries would be 
taken until they had completed 
a survey of available man and 
woman power.) 

No Decision on Man. Power. 

The man power problem, Roose- 
velt declared, ig still in the study 
stage; nothing has been aban- 
doned or decided. He said he was 
still waiting for the Management- 
Labor Policy Committee’s report, 
which he understood was very 
nearly ready. Replying to a ques- 
tion he said that he had not heard 
a peep about dissension between 
McNutt and members of the com- 
mittee. 

The President said he did not 
know when a decision would be 
made about the registration of 
women.or on the necessity of a 
National Service Act, and he 
warned reporters not to speculate 
on when such legislation would be 
proposed or how long enactment 
would require. 

The President, seemingly without 
intent, provided a laugh for the 
conference when he noted that he 
and labor leaders yesterday had 
talked about unemployed women 
constituting a “general reservoir” 
of available labor. His Harvard 
pronunciation of “reservoir” was 
so different from Wendell Willkie’s 
“reservar” that the reporters 
laughed heartily. The President 
caught on immediately, and used 
the word several times in his later 
comment. 

Believes Women Want to Help. 

Continuing with the man power 
problem, the President said that 
very few plants were shut down 
because of lack of labor but no one 
could be sure that this would be 
the situation in three or four 
months. He said he was convinced 
that hundreds of thousands of 
women. would like to help in war 
work but did not know what op- 
portunities were open or how to 
apply for jobs. The registration, 
he said, would find out how many 
were willing to leave their homes, 
how many would be willing to go 
15 or 20 miles to work and similar 
information. 

He said he and the labor leaders 
had agreed that with about six 
million men: in the Army, Navy, 
Marines and the Coast Guard, the 
supply of male workers for war 
and essential civilian industries 
was limited.

TORNADO WRECKS 
ARKANSAS TOWN: 
28 DEAD, 200 HURT 


200 Homes, Much of Busi- 
ness District at Berry- 
ville Destroyed — ‘Fire 
Follows Storm. 


BERRYVILLE,  Ark., Oct. 30 
(AP).—A tornado smashed through 
Berryville last night, battering 
down more than 200 homes and de- 
stroying. much of the- prosperous 
business and mercantile districts. 

Rescue workers recovered 28 
bodies: and estimated that more 
than 200° persons - were injured, 
many of them severely. 

Fires broke out ‘immediately 
after the tornado, forcing surviv- 
ors to’ drop their rescue operations 
for a time to fight the flames.

Axis Report on Landing. 
(The Italians reported Axis 
forces again had repulsed a British 
attempt to land sea-borne troops 
behind their lines and had beaten 
off repeated frontal attacks by 
strong Allied armored units. The 
landing attempt, mentioned also by 
the Germans, was said to have been 
made in the vicinity of Matruh, 
more than 100 miles west of the 
actual fighting front. 

(Twice the British tried to set 
troops ashore but were repulsed 
with heavy losses, an Italian com- 
munique declared.) 

The British communique did not 
. specify the extent of the advances 
mor the sectors in which they oc- 
curred, but made it clear that in- 
fantry still was playing a major 
role and that the main tank forces 
were not yet engaged. 

Air Raid Near Matruh. 

Of the aerial action, the com- 
munique said: 

“A fighter raid on a landing 
ground in the Matruh area was 
particularly successful and at 
least three large grounded aircraft 
were destroyed and three others 
damaged. There was a slight in- 
crease in enemy air activity and 
at least four enemy fighters were 
destroyed in combat.”’ 

In addition, the Allies were 
credited with downing two Heinkel 
ilis and a JU86, 

British air losses in the entire 
Mediterranean theater were listed 
as one plane. 

Headquarters said it had been 
learned that during a successful 
air attack on an Axis tanker in 
the central Mediterranean the 
night of Oct. 28-29 a direct hit 
also was scored on an enemy mer- 
chant vessel. 

In five days Allied flyers have 
sunk two merchant ships and three 
tankers trying to bring supplies 
into Tobruk. Reliable informants 
said Marshal Erwin Rommel ob- 
viously was in sore need of fuel 
and supplies to take the risk of 
bringing the ships into easy range 
of Allied bombers. 


U.S. ROLE IN EGYPT 
IS SUPPLYING ARMS

CAIRO, Oct. 30 (AP).—The Unit- 
ed States has tossed a lot of blue 
chips into the battle in the west- 
-ern desert and the weight of Amer- 
ican industrial power is being felt 
more and more, 

America’s biggest job in the 
Middle East is furnishing planes 
and crews to help the Royal Air 
Force batter the enemy from the 
air and supplying the Highth Army 
with tanks, guns, munitions and 
other equipment to carry forward 
on the ground. : 

When this correspondent was en 
route to Cairo less than a month 
ago, the question often was heard: 
“When are American troops going 
into action in the desert?” 

The answer is that American 
ground troops are not in combat 
in the Middle East. But the United 
States can take great pride in the 
fact that the British were able to 
make the first offensive move after 
the battering and the loss of ma- 
terials which they suffered last 
summer. For it was American la- 
bor, factories and shipyards which 
put the tools into their hands that 
enabled them to strike. 

Handling the supply job is Maj. 
Gen. Russel] L. Maxwell, a 52-year- 
old yeteran long familiar with sup- 
ply problems. He is directing a 
tremendous. undertaking which in- 
cludes not only getting supplies 
into the Middle East, but the 
movement of materials across the 
Persian Gulf route to Russia.

SOMEWHERE IN THE SOUTH 
PACIFIC, Sept. 21 (Delayed) (AP). 
—Stories of Japanese treachery, 
one telling how 28 out of 30 Ma- 
rines paid with their lives for hon- 
oring a Japanese flag of truce, 
were reported today by Solomons 
Islands casualties evacuated to the 
Navy mobile hospital here. 


Pvt. Raymond Paul Nunley of 
Lancaster, O., nursing a leg wound 
received in the early Solomons 
fighting, told of the massacre of 
the Marine truce mission. 

28 of 30 Men Killed. 

“A Jap officer carrying a white 
flag came riding into a Marine 
camp one day,” Nunley said, “and 
told the commanding officer a 
bunch of Japs across a nearby 
inlet were isolated and wanted to 
surrender. Our C. O. took him at 
his word and 30 Marine officers 
and men piled into a tank lighter 
and crossed about five miles of 
water to the point where the Japs 
were located. 

“Only two of those Marines are 
alive today. As the tank lighter 
approached the beach, a few Japs 
were observed, and sure enough, 
one of them was waving a white 
flag. As the boat scraped onto the 
beach, the Marines let down the 
ramp and started to go ashore. 
Without warning they were met by 
a terrific burst from several ma- 
chine guns hidden in the under- 
brush. They were mowed down 
like stalks of corn, except for the 
two who escaped and swam to 
safety.” 

Another time, Nunley said, two 
men of his company on patrol dfity 
saw a Japanese on horseback mov- 
ing along the fringe of the jungle, 
waving a white flag. The sergeant 
in charge walked out to make the 
Japanese a prisoner. “He got with- 
in five feet of the Jap and was 
shot and killed,” Nunley said. “This 
sergeant was a mighty popular guy 
and later that day several of his 
pals went out to avenge him. How 
many Japs they killed with their 
bayonets I don’t know. They 
wouldn’t talk about it when they 
returned.” 

White Flag in Tree. 
Platoon Sergt Harry W. Schuler 
of Napa, Cal. who is recovering 
from a knee wound, was himself a 
near-victim of the white-flag trick.

“We decided to investigate,” 
Schuler said. “We got in to about 
150 yards from shore and they 
opened up on us. Fortunately, we 
were ready and we blasted them 
right back.” 

Sergt. Barton S. Hill of Mineola, 
Tex., summed it up this way: 

“Tf all-out treachery decided bat- 
tles, the Japs would have licked 
us hands down, They worked the 
‘dead dog’ trick, set booby traps, 
pulled fake surrenders and tried 
to give us orders in English during 
night actions. We had been warned 
to expect these tactics and after a 
few missteps we got the feel of 
the thing and their funny business 
backfired on them.” 

Own Dead in Traps. 

Sergt. Hill, who was hit by a 
Japanese sniper’s bullet while go- 
ing to the rescue of a wounded 
comrade, told how the enemy used 
their own dead in setting booby 
traps. The usual form of booby 
trap is a weapon, pocket book, 
cooking utensil or similar article 


ality attached to a grenade which 
explodes when the object is picked 
up or moved, 

“It’s pretty hard to fool a marine 
on one of these traps,” Hill said. 
“We'd heard too much about how 
they were ‘used against Marines 
and other forces in the Philip- 
pines, But leave it to the Japs 
to think of the devilish idea of 
baiting booby traps with their own 
dead!” 

Pvt. Laren E. Krause of Yakima, 
Wash., described another Japanese 
strategem that backfired after 
costing the life of a Marine sentry. 

“Ten Japs somehow had stolen 
one of our landing boats and a 
couple of United States Navy uni- 
forms,” Krause said. “They ap- 
proached a Marine outpost on the 
beach, under cover of darkness. 
The sentry saw two figures coming 
toward him and, although he could 
not see them clearly, he recog- 
nized the naval uniforms. He 
asked them to give the password, 
and of course they didn’t know it. 
Sizing up the situation, the Marine 
gave the alarm and opened fire 
with his pistol killing one of: the 
Japs, The sentry was shot a few 
seconds before our machine guns 
along the beach went into action, 
blowing the Japs right into the 
sea.” .

EX-EDITOR RESCUES 
10 WOUNDED MEN 
UNDER FIRE IN EGYPT 


Gets 3 Riddled Ambulances 


Out After 3 Hours With 
Aid of Tanks. 


CAIRO, Oct. 30 (AP). — The 
bravery of John Dun, 50 years old, 
of Tucson, Ariz., a former editor of 
the Toledo (O.) Times, was the talk 
of the Western desert today. 
Dun, an American’ Field Service 
ambulance driver, saved 10 wound- 
ed men under intense enemy fire 
and got three ambulances to safe- 
ty on the night of Oct. 23-24—the 
night the Allied offensive began, 
The commanding officer praised 


| Dun for “bravery, unselfish service 


and devotion to duty.” 

The three ambulances were 
mired in the soft sand of the Qat- 
tara Depression within sight of 
the enemy lines... Armored vehicles 
had tried to haul them out, but 
could get no traction. 

The enemy, meanwhile, had laid 
down an intense fire. Explosive 
bullets tore a hole in the door be- 
side Dun, and machine gun fire 
riddled the vehicles. 

Dun jumped out to carry three 
patients to safety. As he lifted 
the first one, an explosive bullet 
hit the injured man in the stomach, 
killing him, Dun got the others to 
a sandbag shelter and lay there 
three hours with an Italian prison- 
er who crawled to the shelter and 
acted as Dun’s orderly. 

Finally, tanks arrived and towed 
the ambulances out one by one, 
with Dun steering each one and 
getting his patients to the hospital.

NEW YORK, Oct. 30 (AP).— 
The publishers of the Chicago 
Tribune, in a separate answer 
filed yesterday, contended in 
United States District Court that 


the antitrust action against the 
Associated Press would transform 
it from a private co-operative en- 
terprise into a public monopoly 
subject to Governmental domina- 


tion if it is compelled to open its 


membership rolls to all applicants. 
“The antitrust laws of the 
United States,” the Tribune said, 
“were designed to prevent mo- 
nopoly not to foster monopoly.” 

Col, Robert R, McCormick and 
the Tribune company expressed 
"> belief that if Government dom- 
7s). inmance of the Associated Press 

and other news agencies is ef- 
fected it would abolish free com- 
petition between newspapers and 
news agencies and end the world 
preeminence of the American 
press which, they asserted, had 
been attained. 

Freedom of Press Issue. 

The Tribune contended that 
news agencies are an instrumen- 
tality entering into the publication 
of newspapers and therefore are 
embraced by the Constitutional 
guaranty of freedom of the press. 
This right would be abridged, they 
argued, if the court granted the 
Government's request for an in- 
junction under the antitrust laws. 

The defendants agreed with the 

Government statement that the 
product of the Associated Press is 
of great national importance but 
disputed the contention. that it 
must serve all newspapers need- 
ing or desiring its service, On this 
point they said: , 
’ “The A. P,. is not a monopoly 
or a quasi public service corpora- 
tion which, by reason of law or 
historical precedent, must serve 
all comers in the manner of inn- 
keepers, common carriers and the 
like must serve everyone. 

“If the Government should suc- 
ceed in subjecting the A. P, to 
this ‘reguirement’, then A. P., on 
account of the allegations that its 
service is indispensable to all 
mewspapers, would shortly em- 
brace in its membership prac- 
tically all newspapers in the coun- 
try; it would thus, by Government 
fiat, be transformed from a pri- 
vate enterprise into a public mo- 
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domination as to rates, service, op- 
eration and the like. 
First Such Action.

BOARD TO PERMIT DISPOSAL 
OF EXCESS SUGAR STOCKS 


To avoid deterioration of sugar 
in the hands of individual con- 
sumers and industrial users who 
stocked up before rationing was 
instituted, the Sugar Rationing 
Board will permit disposal of ex- 
cess supplies, if the sugar is in 
the original, unopened processor’s 
package, it was announced today. 

Approval must be obtained from 
the Sugar Board, ninth floor, Civil 
Courts Building. Persons dispos- 
ing of sugar in this manner will be 
required to obtain stamps or cer- 
tificates from the parties to whom 
they sell, and must surrender the 
stamps or certificates to the local 
rationing board, 

Coffee rationing goes into effect 
on Nov. 28 and sugar rationing | 
coupons will then be required for | 
purchase of coffee. The new dis- 
posal order will take care of those 
persons who registered for a sugar 
ration book but did not qualify 
because of possession of a large 
stock.

Levy Is Imposed: on 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP).— 
There are five principal changes 
affecting corporations in the new 
tax law. | 
They increase the surtaxes, slap 
on a 90 per cent excess profits 
levy, place an limit on 
taxation, provide some relief in the 
form of rebate and cur- 
rent debt reduction credit, and put | 
all corporations on a calendar year 
jax basis for the future. 

Let’s take them up one by one: 
1. Normal taxes and surtaxes. 
The normal tax rate is un- 
changed: for corporations with 
normal tax net income of not more 
than $25,000, the rates are 15 per 
cent on the first $5000; 17 per cent 
on the next bracket up to $20,000; 
19 per cent on the $20,000-$25,000 
bracket. For corporations whose 
normal tax net income is over $25,- 
000, the rate is a flat 24 per cent. 
The surtax rates have been 
boosted. For corporations whose 
surtax net income is not more 
than $25,000, the new rate is 10 
per cent. For corporations whose 
surtax net income is over $25,000, 
the new rate is 16 per cent, ap- 
plicable to the whole amount. 
Thus the total of corporate in- 
come tax at full rates will be 40 
per cent, compared with the pres- 
ent 31 per cent. 

(Corporate net income for tax 
purposes is decreased by the 
amount of any excess-profits net 
income, which is subject only to 
excess profits taxes.) 

Consolidated Returns Permitted. 
Corporations with affiliated com- 
panies may file consolidated re- 
turns on their regular as well as 
excess profits taxes if they pay an 
extra 2 per cent in corporate in- 
come surtax. 

2. Excess profits tax. 

A flat 90 per cent is levied on 
the adjusted excess-profits net in- 
come—that is, the excess-profits 
net income less the excess-profits 
credit and a specific exemption of 
$5000, 

In determining the excess-prof- 
its credit by the income method, 
the figure of 95 per cent of aver- 
age earnings in the base period 
(1936-39) is retained. However, in 
case of a deficit year or years in 
the base period, the law provides 
for increasing the base by using 
for one such year an amount equal 
to 75 per cent of the average of the 
other years. 

For corporations using the in- 
vested-capital method of determing 
the credit, there are two chances in 
rates, for the first five million dol- 
lars of invested capital, the rate of 
8 per cent is retained; for the next 
five milions, the rate of 7 per cent 
is continued. For the amount from 
10 to 200 million dollars the new 
rate is 6 per cent (instead of 7), 
and over 200 million dollars the 
new rate is 5 per cent (instead 
of D. 
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80 Pct..Over-All Limit. 

3.-Over-all limit. A limitation on 
the total effective rate of income 
and excess profits taxes assessed 
against any corporation is placed 
at 80 per cent of corporation surtax 
net income (computed without 
any excess-profits credit). 

4. Relief provisions. 

A post-war credit in the amount 
of 10 per cent of the excess profits 
tax will take the form of non-nego- 
tiable, non-interest-bearing bonds

Use Calendar-Year Basis. 

5. All corporations are placed on 
a calendar-year tax basis in the fu- 
ture. For 1942, there are two pro- 
visions: A corporation with a fiscal 
year which ended on or before 
June 30, 1942, will pay under the 
rates of the old law; a corporation 
having a fiscal yéar ending later 
than June 30 in this year will have 
to make two computations and pay 
proportionately. 

The dividing line between short- 
and long-term capital gains and 
losses is fixed at six months (for- 
merly 18 months).

The commentators and critics to 
whom Gen, MacArthur and Curtin 
are replying are held here to be 
American, because “Uncle Billy” 
William Hughes, grand old man of 
the Conservative Party and Pre- 
mier of Australia during the past 
war, is the only important Austra- 
lian figure who has thus far ex- 
pressed any open dissatisfaction 
with the course of events. 
Hughes’ criticism, some weeks

IVE days after their arrival 
engineers, flyers, artillerymen 
and infantry of the Aleutian 
occupational forces have set up 
housekeeping in the Andreanof 
Islands in a big way. 

‘Two days of williwaw winds and 
driving rain held up the show and:

LORD CECIL URGES CREATION 
OF NEW LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
WITHOUT FAULTS OF THE OLD 


It Must Be Barrier Against War in Fact as 
Well as in Theory, He Says — Real Peace 
as Secure Base Necessary Before Reforms 


Can Be Carried Out.

ISCOUNT CECIL of Chelwood, chief draftsman of the Covenant 
of the League of Nations, belteves that the erection of a new 
international authority—a real barrier against war—must be the 


immediate concern of the Allies as soon as this conflict is ended, 

“My friends of the left want great economic and social reforms,” 
he told me during a conversation in his London home, “They hold that 
there will.be no .more war if there is enough reform under way. 


“However, this seems to me to 
be putting the cart before the 
horse. They cannot convince large 
numbers of nations to launch out 


on great reforms forthwith, for re-. 


forms must depend on peace. We 
must make the people feel that 
further war will be prevented. Then 
the prestige acquired will help get 
social reforms carried through. 

“This is the great thing nations 
mus. consider. We must have su- 
premacy over war in order to get 
reforms. Unless you can create 
a secure base for your. reforms 
they will be swept aside in the 
next. convulsion.” 


Nucleus for New Group. 

Cecil believes that what is left 
of the League of Nations provides 
a fine nucleus for a new interna- 
tional organization. At the same 
time, no one has been more out- 
spoken than he in criticism of the 
shortcomings of the League, 

At the start of the Chinese-Jap- 
anese war, Cecil told me in New 
York that unless members of the 
League “pulled up their sock” it 
would come a cropper. Well, they 
didn’t and his prediction was borne 
out. Now this scion-of-one of Eng-

An Ex-Judge Opposes Lauf Scheme. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

RECENTLY received from Raleigh 

McCormick a letter requesting per- 
mission to include my name on his 
“Committee of One Thousand Lawyers 
for Repeal of the Nazi Court Scheme.” 
I refused, for the following reasons, to 
permit him to do so: 

1, I am in favor of giving a fair trial 
to the plan of non-partisan appointment 
of Judges, as now provided by the Con- 
stitution of Missouri. The proposed Lauf 
amendment, if adopted, would repeal the 
non-partisan court plan and return the 
selection of the Judges in our appellate 
courts and the Judges of the Circuit 
and Probate courts in St. Louis and 
Jackson County, including Kansas City, 
to the control of partisan politicians. 

I think our Judges should be free from 
any possible political influence and 
should be elected or appointed upon 
their merits, to the end that they will 
be under no political obligations for 
their office and for their continuance 
therein. Surely the present non-partisan 
court plan provided by our Constitution 
has been in effect such a short time that 
it cannot honestly be argued that it has 
had a fair trial,

2. As a former Circuit Judge for a 
short time and a practicing lawyer in 
Missouri for over 40 years, I resent the 
committee’s characterization of our pres- 
ent constitutional provision of non-par- 
tisan selection of Judges as a “Nazi 
court scheme.” 

At the general election of 1940, the 
people of Missouri adopted the present 
provision in the Constitution for non- 
partisan selection of Judges by over 90,- 
000 majority. Neither the laymen nor 
the lawyers, of whom I am one, who 
voted for the non-partisan plan can 
truthfully be characterized as “Nazis.” 
Neither can our constitutional non-par- 
tisan plan be truthfully called a “Nazi 
court scheme.” 

Under the non-partisan judicial] com- 
mission plan, our present appellate 
Judges and Circuit and Probate Judges 
in the City’ of St. Louis and Jackson 
County (including Kansas City) become 
candidates to succeed themselves in of- 
fice upon their records as Judges and 
not upon a party ticket. Therefore, the 
people in Missouri, by their votes, decide 
whether or not such Judges shall be 
retained in office. In Nazi Germany at 
present, as I understand it, the people 
have no choice in the selection of Judges. 

Under the proposed Lauf amendment 
repealing the present non-partisan court 
plan, the selection of the above referred 
to Judges would be returned to partisan 
politics. So that the candidate for Su- | 
preme Judge who had the most money 
to advertise himself and the longest legs 
with which to run over the State in a 
State-wide primary and the greatest in- 
fluence in politics would have the best 
chance of being nominated, as has been 
demonstrated by past experience. The 
same argument, I think, applies with 
equal force to Other appellate Judges 
and the Circuit and Probate Judges in 
St. Louis and Kansas City. 

I was one of eight candidates in the 
State-wide primary for the Democratic 
nomination for Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Division 1 in the year 1922 and 
was compelled, with limited means, to 
conduct a campaign over the entire State 
of Missouri. I had never before been a 
candidate for a State office, having been 
appointed by the Governor Judge of the 
Twenty-fifth Judicial Circuit to fill a 
vacancy. So in saying what I have, I 
speak from personal experience,

Arthur was ordered to leave the Philippines last 
March, it was announced that he was to control the 
Allied war effort in the Southwest Pacific. Some 
weeks later, however, it appeared that MacArthur 
was to share command of the Southwest Pacific with 
the Navy. Some master mind drew a line on the 
globe, giving MacArthur control of Australia, New 
Guinea and part of the Solomons, while the Navy 
controlled the remainder of the Solomons and ‘the 
New Zealand area. | 

It happened that the master mind’s line ran 
smack through Guadalcanal, where the Navy in 
August embarked on an offensive, described from 
MacArthur’s headquarters at the time as “a Navy 
show,” so the line had to be redrawn hurriedly to 
avoid jurisdictional difficulties. As. described by 
Hanson W. Baldwin, military editor of the New 
York Times, the Navy action, brilliantly begun, 
bogged down because of a disastrous defensive 
mentality in the Navy command. 

A little Pearl Harbor occurred, with three Ameri- 
can. and one Australian cruiser, the aircraft car- 
rieg Wasp and other ships demolished by Japanese 
naval and submarine action. It became necessary 
for the Navy to shake up its command, dismissing 
Admiral Ghormley in favor of. Halsey, and calling on 
MacArthur for troops and bombers to protect our 
precarious toe-hold in the Solomons, 

Now a gigantic battle is raging, with the Japs ap- 
parently making an all-out effort to oust our troops 
from Guadalcanal and its important airport, and also 
moving in force toward American bases in the New 
Hebrides to cut the Australian-American supply line. 
From Pearl Harbor comes the report that a show- 
down in the Southwest Pacific appears to be at hand. 
As we await hopefully the outcome of what may 
be a critical battle, the central fact emerges with 
crystal clarity that, in what amounts to one theater 
of war, an arbitrary and as yet unexplained division 
of command was created. Whereas our enemies have 
shown themselves masters of amphibian warfare, 
requiring closest co-operation among naval units, 
troops and planes, we have had MacArthur running 
one show in the war theater with the Navy running 
another, and each acting independently. 

It is even suggested that MacArthur’s grand 
strategy against the Japs was markedly different 
from the Navy’s. MacArthur is reported to have 
believed that the best plan was to blast the Japs out 
of New Guinea and nearby islands, protecting Aus- 
tralia from attack from the North and, at the same 
time, laying a flanking action against the archipelago 
of the Solomons. The Navy had another idea and, 
whether one was better than the other or the other 
way around, the fact is that too many cooks were 
permitted to stir the Southwest Pacific broth. 

As against official attempts to cover up and excuse 

the division of one theater of war into two com- 
mands, the disclosures of Mr. Baldwin and the charge 
of Mr. Harsch are followed by outspoken criticism 
by members of Congress, such as Representative Cos- 
tello of California, who says that, if the board of 
strategy. in Washington did not work out a better 
program of conducting the Solomon Islands attack 
“than has been in evidence in the past two months, 
they are certainly subject to criticism.”

AN OVERLOMKED TAX OPPORTUNITY.

This is especially true in Migsouri. In a recent 
study of the taxation of intangibles, the Governmen- | 
tal Research Institute of St. Louis reported that the 
total of such property assessed for taxation in Mis- 
souri in 1939 was only $68,230,619, actually less 
than the total assessed in this State in 1891, There 
is something wrong with that picture. . 

This condition cannot be brushed off by saying 
that it exists everywhere.

In other words, 
the St. Louis owner of a bond which yields 2% per 
cent would be charged a tax rate higher than his 
interest rate while, in certain parts of Webster 
Groves, the owner of a bond paying 4% per cent 
has all his interest return confiscated by the intan-

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A LITTLE MORE PATIENCE. 

The school children’s phase of the scrap drive has 
been officially concluded and hailed by one and all 
as the marvelous performance that it was. Yet there 
are a number of very disappointed children in the 
community. They are the ones who scouted out 
items of scrap too heavy to be moved by them—old 
bathtubs and the like. These were reported to their 
schools so that they might be picked up by trucks, 
But, in a number of cases, they have not yet been 
called for, This is unfortunate but unavoidable.

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ALASKA IS NO LONGER AN ISLAND. 

The Army Engineers have done the job, done it 
well and done it months ahead of time. Alaska and 
the Pacific Northwest can breathe a little easier now, 
for the 1600-mile highway running between the 
United States and Alaska has been completed. Some 
engineers have said that the building of this highway 
would be the most difficult engineering feat con- 
nected with America’s role in the war. Certainly 
the road is the most important military highway 
ever built on this continent. 

And it has been built by 10,000 soldiers and 2000 
civilians who pushed it forward under direction of 
a Missourian, Brig. Gen. William M. Hoge of Boon- 
ville. In the winter, they endured bitter cold. In 
the spring and hot summer, they endured swarms 
of mosquitoes and hosts of the “no-see-’em” bugs, 80 
tiny that only their sting told of their presence. 
They fought mud that slipped like custard, mud 
that clung like chewing gum, and muskeg, frozen 
hard in winter and soft as aspic in summer. They 
cut their way through forests, bridged streams, ley- 
eled or swung around hills. 

Now they have given us a road connecting the 
eight stepping-stone flying fields that lead north- 
westward and entering Alaska, which, in the words 
of the late Gen. Billy Mitchell, holds the fate of 
the world. Alaska, which was to all intents and 
purposes an island, is, by virtue of this road, in 
direct touch with the States. Fleets of trucks now 
can replace many of the ships that had to wend their 
way along a treacherous coast never free from threat 
of submariné, They can carry the needed supplies 
to our air and naval bases. And just across the 
Bering Strait from Nome lies our ally, Russia, ‘and 
southwestward lies Japan and its wood-and-paper 
cities so ripe for our bombing planes.

What would a lawyer say if, on going into court 
to try a case, the Judge said that he did not intend 
to listen to the evidence, but was now ready to rule.

T comment for “newspaper Generals” who 
presume to criticise the military. 

We might, however, with good effect, 
quote an authority of at least equal caliber 
to the contrary. A few years ago, Admiral 
William 8S. Sims wrote: 

“Tt is-an astounding fact that the Navy 
has never initiated any one of the really 
fundamental reforms that were essential. 
‘All these reforms were forced upon the 
Navy from the outside, and in every case 
against determined opposition.” 

The fact is, the history of our wars has 
been one of putting the best common fight- 
ing men into the field and providing them 
with some of the worst leadership. With 
Singapore, Pearl Harbor, the Atlantic sea- 
board fiasco and the Normandie as some of 
our most recent beacons, this is not a time 
to be especially awed of brass hats. 

Even after what has happened, it wasn’t 
these men who stopped building bigger bat- 
tleships. It was the hard-headed civilians 
in Congress. The Army and Navy Register 
not long ago stated: 

“It is of little comfort now for us to 
realize that, while ‘we were fooled into 
building bigger and bigger battleships, the 
wily Japs were building more airplanes and 
airplane carriers.” 

In a democracy like ours, it is hardly to 
be expected that the best braing will be 
found among professional soldiers, They 


; are among the civilians, and civilian Amer- 


ica ought to become more critical, if any- 


thing.

One great reform, it is increasingly clear, 
which will have to be forced upon the mili- 
tary by civilians is a centralized high com- 
mand. We speak of a single command 
among the United Nations when we haven't 
even achieved unity ourselves, 

If I assess the temper of the people cor- 
rectly, they are fed up with reports which 
appear to have the Army and Navy fight- 
ing separate wars. They are sick of “glori- 
ous defeats,” for they know their boys can 
“take” anybody if given half a chance. 
They are not sure that they are being given 
that chance. 

From Washington comes the report: “As 
a result of Admiral Towers’ transfer, there 
is now no airman in a position to partici- 
pate in the strategic thinking of the Navy. 
At a time when airmen have practically 
won the battle over surface fleets, they 
have lost the battle in Washington.” 
Pearl Harbor, of course, was the eye- 
opener on the kind of peacetime co-opera- 
tion that existed between our two forces.

and others that much of our knowledge of 
Annapolis was erroneous. 

How many paid heed to the Admiral’s 
reports or to the fact that the academy 
was declared ineligible by the American 
Association of University Professors for its 
shortcomings? 

The sober analysis of a graduate, pub- 
lished in a leading magazine in 1936, makes 
reading too grim for now. Suffice to give 
his conclusion: 

“The mental stagnation produced at the 
academy is carried over into the Navy 
when the midshipman becomes an officer, 
and is evident in his constant resistance to 
reforms.” 

Only a few years before Pearl Harbor, 
a naval officer wrote an article entitled, 
“Airplanes Can’t Sink Battleships.” His 
remarkable opinion was: 

“A dashing pilot of an airplane will be 
no match for a phlegmatic professor of bal- 
listics squinting at him through the range 
finder on the gun deck of a battleship.” 

Many of the brass hats believed this be- 
fore Billy Mitchell, and they still believe 
it, even after Midway. 

No, our “newspaper Generals” have noth- 
ing to apologize for. If anything, they 
ought to raise more hell, so that we will 
get the inevitable unity of command with- 
out the usual preliminary of piled-up dis-

Recent entries into the enter- 
tainment field, skating shows have 


‘moved steadily away from mere 
‘ice exhibitions. Attempting to vary 


their style with costuming, produc- 


jtion and comedy, they all too often 


in the past have turned out some- 
thing the hardened theatergoer 
would have to call “corny.” “Ice 
Follies” is beyond that point. What 
it has to offer is comparable to the 


best the theater has to offer. 


It is doubtful that any producer 
of a conventional stage revue 
could offer a more dazzling spec- 
tacle than the “Indian Legend” 
which opens the second act of “Ice 
Follies.” First in full glare of the 
lamps, and then in a new variation 
of “black lighting,” this number 
is almost breath-taking in its color 
and pattern. 

“Ice Follies” has usually been 
out ahead of its competitors from 
a theatrical viewpoint and its 1943 
edition has attributes that have 
been characteristic in the past, The 
show is beautifully timed and 
paced, numbers are on and off as 
quickly as if curtains were being 
drawn in front of them, and no 
one personality is kept in view 
too long or through a succession 
of tiresome bows and reappear- 
ances, ;

To promote it, they’ve 
made speeches, missed meals, pros- 
elytized among neighbors and 
strangers, done everything but 
paint “Yes” in big red letters on 
the ballot box. 

And yet, because the League 
wastes no breath and energy cross- 
ing bridges before they're hatched, 
they'll plot no further until the 
score is added. 

“We definitely want a State- 
wide merit system comparable to 
civil service standards put through 
for St. Louis a year ago,” prac- 
tical, pretty President. Mrs. George 
S. Roudebush will tell you, “but 
where we go from there will be 
worked out in board meeting and 
our monthly open membership 
meeting. The board acts as a sort 
of policy committee.”

rent broadside, inform themselves 
on the subject with which it deals, 
spread that knowledge among 
friends and neighbors with all the 
zeal of missionaries among the ab- 
origines.

O mission ever worked as.fast 

or as thoroughly as did the 

Harriman - Beaverbrook group 
during its seven days in Moscow. 
Harriman and Beaverbrook pro- 
ceeded on this theory: “ 
is an enemy of Britain and of 
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I was their personal rep 
Beaverbrook had okayed the little 


item. 
“It would be discourteous to al- 
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America: Germany as a conquer- 
ing power must be destroyed for 
the sake of the future security of 
both Britain and America. Cir- 
cumstances have made Russia the 
immediate instrument of destruc- 
tion. To do a good job, Russia 
must have the proper tools. It be- 
ing to our mutual advantage that 
the Russian army and air force be 
as well equipped as possible, the 
only logical thing for Britain and 
America to do is to see that Rus- 
sia has the tools needed if we can 
possibly provide them, without 
weakening our national defenses.” 

The work of the mision resolved 
itself into Harriman and Beaver- 
brook asking, “What do you actual- 
ly need?” The Russian representa- 
tives stated their needs and then 
Beaverbrook and Harriman con- 
sulted the military and naval ex- 
perts and economic advisers they 
had brought with them to find out 
.{f Britain and America could, in 
safety, spare this material. 


In no case did the Russians 
make demands which any members 
of the mission thought to be un- 
reasonable. In many cases, notably 
in the case of certain raw mate- 
rials, the Russians surprised the 
Anglo-American members with the 
modesty of their requests. The 
various committees met early in 
the morning and kept at it all day. 
Late each afternoon they reported 
to Beaverbrook and Harriman, and 
the two mission heads examined 
the work done. Then, nearly every 
night, Beaverbrook and Harriman 
went to the Kremlin to confer 
with Stalin. They were terrifical- 
ly imp with the technical 
knowledge shown by the Soviet 
leader. He knew American tanks 
and airplanes as well as Harriman 
did; he knew British aircraft pro- 
duction and the capabilities of 
British guns and aircraft as well 
as Beaverbrook did. 

“He checked me up on some 
thing tonight,” Beaverbrook 
chuckled, when he and Harriman 
came back from one of their long 


low that item to go,” Solomon 
Lozovsky, who was in charge of 
the censors, said to me gravely.

Any correspondent 
hates all censorship, but the Soviet 
brand was particularly obnoxious. 
It was just as bad as German cen- 
sorship, except that so far as I 
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know we were never given false 
information. 

There was an air raid on Mos- 
cow every night during the confer- 
ence, but to those of us who had 
been, ag it were, brought up on 
Lendon raids, the Russian variety 
lacked spontaneity, variety and 
frightfulness. But the Moscow au- 
thorities took them very seriously, 
and their air-raid precautionary 
measures were, I think, more thor- 
ough and intelligent than those of 
London. As soon as the sirens 
sounded, all citizens had to get 
off the streets. There were no ex- 
ceptions. Hotels and restaurants 
stopped serving food and shooed 
their customers into shelters, One 
night Beaverb and Harriman 
came back to thé hotel and were 
about to order dinner when the 
sirens began to sing.
